GOVEBNOK'S STATBMBNT. 

Austin, Texas, Sept 12.— Governor 
Suyem today made the followini; state- 
ment to the Associated Prees on tlie flood 
situation: 

"Conditions nt Galveston are fully as 
bad as reported. Communication, how- 
ever, has been re-ttstnblished between the 
island and the mainland and hereaftci! 
the transportation of supplies wll be lessj 
ilifllcult. I'lie work of clearing the city 
is progrostiiiig fairly well and Adjutant- 
General Scurry under direction of the 
mayor is patrolling tho city for tlio pur- 
pose of preventing depredations. The 
most conservative estimate as to tbe 
number of deatlis placi'S it af 2,000. Con- 
ti-iliutionb from citizens of tliis .'itate are 
coming; in rapidly and liberally ami it is 
coulidently expected that witliiii the next 
ten dayK the work of r(>sroration by tho 
people of Oalvjston will have begun in 
good earnest and with energy and suc- 
i-etvi. Of course tlic destruction of pro- 
perty has been very great— not less than 
ten millions of dollars, but it is hope(l 
and believed that even this great loss will 
be overcome through tho energy of the 
people." 

During the day contributions have 
fairly deluged the Governor, upwards of 
$100,000 being received. 

OTHER TOWNS SUFFER. 

Down the coast from Galveston the 
town of Dickinson was laid waste and 
five [leojile killed. I'be towns of Alvin, 
.\lta Loma, Texas City and Rrookshire 
were wrecked, and hundreds are desti- 
tute. Richmond is so badly deniolisliod 
that it will require wii-ks to clear the 
town. Missouri City and Stafford, just 
opposite, wore entirely demolished, and 
the few rouiainiag peOple at these places 
have no homes to cover t&elr beads. 
Bay City, in Matagorda county, is re- 
ported wrecked, with much loss of life, 
though no ofllcial report has been made 
to tbe effect. Bolivar Point, Quntaua, 
Sugarland, Belleville, Wharton, Fair- 
view, Missouri City. Sartartia, Areola 
and El Campo are all heavy Biifferers"in 
point ot property destroyed and lives 
lost. 

Owing to tlie fact that the telegraph 
service Ik still badly crippled. Governor 
Sayers cannot ascertain the exact num- 
ber of dead at the points uiimiHl, but it 
is approximated at 500. 

Reports wiiich reached the Governor 
sliow that the railroad and telegraph 
company suffered enormous loss. Tlie 
Governor was informed that ipiite a 
number of tugs from New Orleans and 
other available points liad eltlier arrived 
or were! en route to Galveston, and that 
by Saturday tho transportation iirolilem 
will be solved. 

RELIEF W^ORK. 

Galventon, Texas, Sept. 12 (8:2,5 a. m.) 
via Texas City and Houston (4 p. in.)— 
At a meeting of tiio relief comniitteo held 
this afternoon, reports were read from 
tbe various wards. The chairman called 
for armed men to assist in getting labor 
to bury the dead and to clear the wrock- 
ge, and arrangements were made to sup- 
ply this demand. Tbe situation in the 
city to-day is tliat tliere are plenty of 
volunteers for thit^ service, but an insuUl- 
ciency of arms. There have been two 
or three HUiall riots, but tbe ofllcors have 
managed to (piell theui. The committee) 
rejected the propoaition of trying to pay 
for work, letting the laborers secure 
their own rations. It was decided to go 
aliead impressing men into \BerTiee , it 
necessary, issuing orders for rations only 
to those who worked or were unable to 
-work. All 0? the ward chairmen re- 
ported the- imperative need of disinfect- 
ants. A committee was appointed to 
gather all the disinfectants in tile city, 
securing the lime which escaped wetting, 
and to obtain more. 
• The Galveston, Houston & Henderson 
railroad is operating relief trains over 
its line to Texas Citv ,Tunction and 
thence ovi'r the Texas City terminal to, 
or nearly to Texas City. Arrangements 
liave been made to start n passenger ser- 
vice to-morrow. Tlie steamer Lawrence 
will take pay passengers to Texas City. 
Destitute perfjoufi who have relativesj to 
go to will be furnished with credentials 



and will be taken to Texas City free of 
charge, and carried by the Jialvcston, 
Houston & Henderson railroad to Hous- 
ton free. 

Work on the waterworks has not pro- 
gress(.'d as siitisfactorily as had been 
hoped. The men did uot work last 
night. Tbe machinery linri been cleared 
of debris, and tbe pipes found to be 
badly damaged. It is thougbt it will be 
possible to turn water in the mains to- 
morrow. 

UNDER MARTIAL LAW. 

All the saloons were closed by the chief 
of police on Sun('..iy. At a meeting of 
the general committee -with the city otli- 
cials' to-(lny, the policing of the city was 
(llKcnsseci. Mayor .Tones announced 
that Adjutant-General Scurry would 
take charge of the situntioii with the sol- 
diers (aid citizens. The city is patrolled 
by about 2,000 police offlcers, special offi- 
cers, soldiers and deputy shenits. 

Orders were issued to the Boldlcrs and 
police to kill any person cauglit in the 
act of robbing the dead. Up to TuiBSday 
morning seven negro vandals had paid 
the penaltj' of their crimes with their 
lives. 'S>hey were shot and their bodies 
were carried away with, the dead vlctiniB 
of the storm. 

No liquor is permitted to be sold under 
any circumstances unlese ordered by the 
chairman of one of th-: committeeH or liy 
a physician who nuist state that it is to 
be used for medicinal purposes. All per- 
sons not having btisiness on tlie streets 
after dark mtist lie ideutifio<I before they 
will be allowed to pass. 

The police department has assumed 
strict orders and tlieee orders will be en- 
forced to the letter to clear the city of all 
the outside sporting element. Detectives 
from Houston and Dallas have arrived 
here. No gambling is permitted and any 
violations of this rnle are prosectitod to 
the fullest extent. 

During the storm Saturday ni:;ht two 
young men ot tlie Riddiker family, with 
the aid of a skill, rescued over fortj- peo- 
ple, and took tliem to the University 
building, where tliey found slielter. 

People tell of getting out of their 
houses just in the nick of time; they tell 
of seeing people struck by flying timbers 
and killed before their eyes. Many were 
rescued just in time. A beam was seen 
to strike a baby on the head while in 
its mother's arms and Kill it. Tbe moth- 
er was badly bruised. 

EXPERT'S THEORY. 

Dr. ,T. M. Frye, who has been observer 
of the weatlier for litteen years, has a 
theory that tlie storm -Nvhich visited Gal- 
veston originated in the vicinity of Port 
Ends, and was not the hurricane which 
was reported on the Florida coast. Tbe

Paris Is 

Badly Scorched 



Business Section of the Ontario 
City Wiped Out by 
Fire. 



Loss Estimated Between Three 
and Four Hundred 
^Thousand.

Paris, Ont., Sejit. 12.— The most disas- 
trous lire in the history of this town 
broke out ut 1 o'clock this morning and 
resulted in the destruction of about three- 
quarters of the business houses. River 
street from Williiim street to Scott's 
drug store, on the west side, and from 
William street to Hall's drygoods store 
on the east side is entirely gone, and the 
loss is estimated at from $;!00,000 to 
.'i;4 00,000. It is impossible to say what 
the insurance is. The buildings have 
been totally consumed, with their con- 
tents. Thv' HuH'erers are: Canadian 
Rank of Commerce; 11. Walker, grocer; 
Waldron, confectioner; McRae, boots 
and slioes; Mauer, tailor; Fifcber, book 
store; Sbuw & Cross, jewellery; Arini- 
tage, drugs; Baker, boots and shoes;

Loudon, Sept. 13. — .-Vll the correspond- 
ents in Cliiua are sending terrible stories 
of massacres of missionaries and native 
Ohristians. It is asserted that during 
July between 15,000 and 20,000 converts 
were massacred in tbe northern prov- 
inces. Large numbers of missionaries 
are still unaccounted for, and small 
hopes arc entertained for their escape. 

Native reports are subjected to the 
most careful scrutiny, witTi tho result 
that, although there may be some exag- 
geration, it is impossible to doubt that iu 
the main they are correct. The borror 
is intensified by confirmation ot the re- 
ports that the women are subjected to- 
unspeakable barbarities, being stripped 
and slowly clubbed to death. This was 
one of tile wildest methwls. The Boxers 
wreaked lieiulish vengeance. 

The newspapers are calling for swift 
punishment. Fears are expressed lest 
the Russian government, which does not 
encourage missionary propaganda, should 
provQ luko-warm in this matter. 

Statements -(vore current in the Euro- 
pean capitals last eveuing that ail the- 
powers had replied to the Russian propo- 
sition; that Great Britaiq and Germany 
had declined to evacuate Pekin; that 
Austria and Italy had decided to be 
guided by Germany's decision; and that 
the other powers had a'grced to more or- 
Icss modified withdrawal. The Paris 
correspondent of tbe Morning Post 
claims to know that all wUl only with- 
draw outside the walls of the capital, 
where they will continue to dominate 
I'ekiu in a military sense. 

According to a news agency despatch 
from Pekin, dated August 31, Mr. Con- 
ger regards the situation as desperate,, 
and is advising ail tbe Americans to 
leave the capital, if possible. The 
American minister was in favor of the- 
punitive expedition to Pao Ting Fu. 
.Vccording to the same despatch, an. 
.Vinerican soldier killed two Sikhs whom 
lie liad'caught looting. 

It is reported from Shanghai that Gen. 
Yung Luh joined the Empress Dowager 
at 'ra Tung, in the province of Shan Si. 
The Pekin correspondent of the Daily 
Temps says: 

".\s the allies were leaving the For- 
bidden City on August 20, bands of Kiis- 
sians and other civilians with soldiers 
overran the imperial apartments, forced 
drawers and looted everything portable. 
The British officers compelled several 
ciTllIans to disgorge." 

VICTORY FOR BOXERS. 

Berlin, Sept. 12.— A despatch to tho 
Frankfort Zeitung from Shanghai, dated 
September 11, says tlie Boxers united 
with the Society of tlic Big Knife from 
North Shan Tung, are reported to have 
defeated the imperial Chinese troops 
north of the province of Kiang Sn,. 
which is south of Shan Tung. 



GBBMAN LOAN. 



Money to Pay Cost of Chinese Expedi- 
tion Being Raised. 

New York, Sept. 12— The Evening Post 
says: "Definite negotiations towards 
placing a German government loan in 
this city were conducted to-day by a 
London banking bouse witb important 
connections. Pending investigation, the 
firm having tho matter in charge decline 
to go into particulars. The loan will be 
iu the form of treasury notes or bonds 
of the German Empire. The issue wilH 
probably reach ,?2r),000,000, the amount 
(pioted in Loudon as representing tho 
probable cost, of fitting out tbe German 
e.'cpedltion and carrying on the invasion 
of China." 



DISASTROUS FIRES.

Mew York State Also Suffered 
From Ravages of the 
Wind.

Toronto, Sept. 12.— The gale which 
reached Ontario at midnight on Tuesday 
and continued with great forc^ for sev- 
eral hours afterwards was one of the 
most violent in the histori- of the prov- 
ince. It swept through the streets of 
Toronto with terrific force, and the noise 
created by it awakened thousands. 
Strange to say, the damage was very 
slight. In the rural distrieiti vast dam- 
age was causeil, and despatches from 
various parts of tlie province report 
great injury to fruit crops, and especially 
to apples and peaches. Several minor 
accidents to Canadian shipping are ri'- 
portod, but no fatalities so far. 

The strong gale demoralized the tele- 
graph service ou the railroads. The 
Grand Trunk lines between Toronto and 
I.iondon until late this afternoon were 
down, and all trains ran ou the block 
system. 

NEW YORK TOUCHEIJ. 

Syracuse, N. Y., Sept. 12.— V/hile llie 
wind blew a gale here to-day, the dam- 
iige in the city was not serious. Trees 
w(>re uprooted and wimiows smashed, 
but no one was injured. Small lioats 
were wrecked on Onondaga lake. The 
surrounding towns of tientral .New Yni-k 
tsnlTered much damage. I''ruit was ile- 
slroyed, and the loss to the farmers will 
he heavy. 

STEAM E R W RE( K El ). 
L'levoland, Ohio, Sept. 12.— .\ telegr.-im 
has been received hero stating that a 
wrecked steamer, belit.'ved to be the .F. B. 
Lyons, had boO'u siglited five milch off 
Conueaut. and with the aid of glasses a 
dozen or lifteen men could be seen climb- 
ing to the rigging.

DISPOSING OF DEAD. 

Galveston, Te.xas, Sept. 12 (S p. m.), 
via Houston.— All attempts at burying 
the di>ad at Galveston have been utterly 
abuuiloned, and all bodies are now being 
disposed of in the tswiltest manner pos- 
sible. Scores of them were buried to- 
day, and hundreds were taken out to 
sea and thrown overboard. 

This morning it was found lIuU a 
large number of bodies which had been 
previously thrown in the bay v.'Cre 
washed back upon the shore, and the 
sitnatiun was then rendered worse than 
before. They were taken into I lie 
barges and thrown back into the water. 
It will now never be known liow many 
lost their lives. No lifit of the dead lias 
bi'cn kept, and it will be utterly impos- 
sible to formulate one from now ou. 

Mayor Jones of Galveston claims the 
dead will amount to 5,000, and others 
lilaco it as high as 10,000. 

Dallar^, Te.\aN, Sept. 12.-\\'. H. .Mc- 
Gralh, manager of the Dallas EUvtric 
Company, reached here to-day direct 
from Galveston, lie said: "\"andalisn> 
ill Galveston has been horrible. The 
most rigid enforcement of martial law 
has not been able to suppresfi it. Adjut- 
ant-General Scurry's men have arrested 
a hundred or more negrot«5, forty-three of 
whom wore found with effects taken 
from dead bodies. These .were ordered 
tried by court martial. They were con- 
victed and ordered shot. One negro had 
twenty-three fingers with rings on then) 
in his pockets."

Sept. 12.— Order has 
lu'gun to t;ike the place nf chao.s, which 
h:\ti reigne(l in Galveston since Satiu-- 
day's terrible disaster. .\ll conservative 
estimat(v; here have been shuttered by 
the eslimatcfi of .Mayor .loiiiv. of (ialve.s- 
ton, and other i)rominent and conserva- 
tive men, who, in a statenieiit to the As- 
.socialed Press, declare that 5,000 deaths 
will result from the storm. Over one 
hundred lives were lost at other points in 
Texas. Ten millions of dollars, it is naid, 
Avill cover Galveston's proiierty loss, 
while half as much more is an .estimate 
of that of the remainder of the state. 

Late advices say 700 human bodies 
have been weighted and sunk at sen, 
some identified, but more going to their, 
graves unknown. 

The water supply is now reported as 
a<li'(iuate, and thereby one of the worst 
features of the siniation is eliminated, 
Provisioms are being poured into the 
stricken city by carloacls. 

Many deaths are resulting from un- 
■•ivoid.able neglei-t, and the sanitary con- 
ilition, and sui)erhiinian I'lTortK arc be- 
ing made to cl(>ar up the mass of debris, 
which may breed pestilence. 

-Vt noon to-day tlie telegraiih conipaiiies 
are saoid to be swamped with press and 
private telegrams. Enough busincus is 
I)ileil in the oflices to keeii all the wire." 
hutiy for twenty-four hours, and news 
matter is being refiised.

For some days past the provincial 
[wliee have been investigating a strange 
affair at South Suauich, which has all 
the ear-marks of a mysterious tragedy. 
It is a most peculiar affair, and as yet, 
although there is u suspicion of murder, 
there is no direct evidence that crime 
has been committed. The circumstances, 
though, neem to point to the fact that a 
,Iai) has in all probability lost his life, 
but, as said before, the evidence in this 
direction is all circumstantial, and there 
might i)ossibly be a less tragic explana- 
tion of the bloody signs of crime. 

The scene of the niysterions affair is 
the ticiiool house on the Soutli Saanich 
road. It had been closed during the holi- 
days, and on entering it as school was 
about to re-commence, the teacher found 
blood-stains galore. The lloor was clot- 
led with dry bloixl, the desks ami forms 
were smeared, and there were sweeps of 
it across the door, which looked as if 
some one had wiped their blood-stained 
hands there. The lloor, too, was covered 
with Ihilt from a woolen blanket, caught 
evidently in the wood as a blanket was 
being drawn over the lloor. Strange to 
say, the teacher did not report the dis- 
covery tg Ihu police, but instead got soap 
and water and began to clean up the 
school. The matter was made public 
soon afterwards by the gossip of the 
school children, accordiug to some who 
have come in fi'om the scene, and then 
brought to the attention of the police. 

In the vicinity of the school liou.se 
there was u shack occupied by a nunda-r 
of Japs, most of whom are said to have 
been lately arrived immigrants. Co- 
incident with the liuds al the school 
house these .laps decamped, and have 
not been seen siaci'. A .laii who was 
working near the scho(d house, who had 
been there for some months, is said to 
have told the sclioid teacher about tlii> 
same time as tlie linils of blood-sl.-i ins 
were made, lhal •■anolhei- .la|i get killed 
last night," and at tlu! same time volun- 
teered till' opinion, "'roo mnch light." 
When interrogated by the iioliee, thiMigh, 
this same .lap sti'ailfastly adhered to the 
statenuMit that he had not heard of any 
.lap being kilh'd, ami had spoken of the 
.lap who was killed near thi're son.o 
months ago by a falling tree, when 
speaking to the school teacher. 

In the shack of the departeil .Laps 
nothing can be found to give any further 
clue to the mystery, and nothing could 
bo learned to throw any other light on 
the strange affair. The Jnps have evi 
dently the only key to the mystery, and 
they have lied.

Don't run him too long 
without water, .\llow him to gel into the 
iwater 'JP lo his ears If he \v.iuts to. .\ dog 
S'veats through his mouth, but a reasonable 
oaking In eool water Is as refreshing and 
s beneilelnl to him ns It Is to an overheat- 
ed I man. 

Don't work a dog for hours in marshy 
ground nnd then muke hhn run miles on ii 
hard rond. Too much work In the wet will 
so soften his feet that hard going will wear 
the skin anil lame hliii. Dumagi. done in 
tills way may recjulre days of the best of 
the season for repairs. 

Don't faiiey a dog is made of steel; carry 
him In the t"ra|) when going out nnd return- 
Ing-it Is better to have him a bit too full 
of energy than leg-weary before the day li 
done. 

Don't carry food for n doR out for om 
day. Feed him all be will eat the eveulm 
hefore, give a biscuit or a bit of breail bo 
ifore starting, and a trille from your 
"anch lit iliUldny— but nothing Uk 
Give hini all the wnter he wants. 

Don't fall to examine his feet, aud, if ho 
be a setter, to take every burr olf him be- 
fore feeding. Then give lilm all he will eat, 
leave fresh watervwithin his reach, and the 
chances are he will sleep the night t'Urongh 
aud be fresh ns paint in the morning. 

If you are out for a few days aud must 
sleep" iu Btruuge .tiuarters, let your dog, If 
possible, sUvp on the Uoor of your room, 
lie will be perfectly conteut there aud wll' 
■■et his needed rest: If elialued Iu a strange 
place he mav fret half the night; he may 
get away and be lost, or he may be stoleu.

The mucli-vauuteii strong- 
hold of Lydenburg proved an sasy nut 
to crack, and Buller has swept around 
to the north and cast, <lrivint; the ilisor- 
gaui^.ed enemy before him into the numn- 
tains. In the meantime, French has 
gone southeast to BarbertoB, from which 
point he will go to Koomatlpoort, on the 
I'nrtiiKiiese frontier. Pole-Cannv, with 
11 til ton ami ileiiry, is pushing eastward 
alon^' the railway line, nnd it can only 
he ;i few days at the outside before the 
way in open from Pretoria to Deliigoi\ 
Buy. 

Very much greater success has attcnd- 
'Cd otir movements recently thiiu was en- 
joyed in. the earlier part uC the campai^jii, 
uuU the reason is that our oQicers have 
learned the conditioii6 under -which they 
have to meet the enemy. There hnvo 
been fewer frontal attacks, and in almost 
every case tlie eneni3' have been out-uia- 
uoeuvred. This haa prevented any se- 
vere \om of life from being indicted on 
Ihc Boers, but it has added to the num-

BRITISH CObL'MBlA. 

We suppose if any one should say that 
the transportation companiee doing busi- 
ness rn this province are not as active as 
they ought to be in advcrtisiim- Britisb. 
•Columbia, there would be a soinewhat 
indignant denial. Therefore we will not 
•say so. ,We shall only remark that the 
■^transportation companies doing business 
-^sv. Puget Sound seem to di>^cover iimny 
ways of keeping that part of the world 
before the eyes of the public. If there 
has been anything done for British Col- 
umbia at all oiiual to the efforts put 
forth by United States transportation 
companies in connection witli the Ivlon- 
(like trade, we have not had the privilege 
iif observing it. 

Our sceoiid proixwition is that when 
British Columbia cities set about adver- 
tising themselves they do it in too 
meagre a way. 'Hie general passenger 
jigeiit of the (Ireat Xortheni was in 
Seattle the other day, and he told the 
people that the time was ripe to again 
flood the East with advertising nuittor. 
The word "Hood" is his, anil M'e iiuole il, 
beeause it shows the degree to which it 
is necessary to advertise in oriler to 
affect public opinion. A few thonsand 
<;opics of anything do not noconiplish 
much. Advertising matter ought to be 
«ent out by the teas of thousands ol' 
coi)ies. It ought to be attractive in 
tityle, but not too bulky. It ought to be 
{'nii)hatie, so that it will create an im- 
Iiression. We are usually too modest 
about these thing.s in British Columbia, 
and modesty, as has been naid, " adorns 
a woman but diiinus a man," to wliirh 
we may add busines.s communities also. 

We speak of this matter at this parti- 
cular time because the reserved elaiins in 
Ihe Klondike are to be thrown open, anil 
-\-ery rich iii-w sliikcs havi' been made 
•on .Stewart river. These things will be 
utilized by our neighbors on the Sound 
for all they are worth. Every effort will 
be put forward by them to convinci< the 
world that the only real way to reach the 
new opportunities to get rich is via 
Seattle. Are we going to sit down sntis- 
lied with "mens conscia recti," and see 



.V FEW gL'EUIES. 

The Times says that at the ensuing 
election Col. Prior will not be "standing 
lip to a man with one li.-mil lied beliinil 
his back." This is an expression which 
invites a few queries, and we would be 
glad to have the Times answer them. 

Whose hand was tied beliinil whose 
back? ^\'as the Cnlnnel'.s hand tied be- 
hind his own back, or behind his adver- 
saries' back? Or was the adversary's 
hand tied behind the Colonel's hack, or 
bidiind his own back, or how otlierwisi?? 
'I'his is the crucial i|Uestioii in the case, 
and until il Inis been answered the 
quotation will remain obscure. 

Accepting for the sake of argument 
that it was the Colonel's adversary's 
hand which was tied, and that it wns 
tied behind the Colonel's adversary's 
back, the question arises: Who was the 
Colonel's adversary?

THE REFORM ATORV. 

There are some things to be said in 
favor of the proposal to locate the Pro- 
vincial .Fuvenile Reformatory on an 
i.sland, which none of our correspondents 
have mentioned. On some of the i-slands 
there are pxcollcnt stono quarries, also 
growing timber and areas of land lit for 
cultivation. If the Reforiualory were 
located on such an island it would he 
possible to teach the boys useful trades 
and at the snnie time turn their work to 
gooii advantnge. Too much strer=s ean- 
nol be laid upon the fact tli.it a reform- 
atory is intended as a place where lads 
can he reformed. The fact that a boy 
is sentenced to such a place implies that 
in the eyes of the law he is not yet a 
criminal. He may have done wrong 
and deserve punishment, but he has not 
reached a singe where he is to be ranked 
as a criminal. There is hope for him 
under better conditions than tlioc^e with 
which he has been surrimiidiMl. No 
matter how earnestly the custodians of 
such boys may endeavor to make good 
citizens out of them, they are not likely 
to meet with any great measure of suc- 
cess in the cronipod confines of a prison, 
where the work to he done Is of a purely 
Iierfunctory nature. Nothing is more 
elevating to the mind of youth than in- 
telligent occupation of some kind. On 
the other hand, more pointless, routine 
work has a contrary effect. '• 



ple\)f Victoftal we had - a story of how 

some young hoodlums in the Chinstian 
and British city of Vancouver, stoned 
two Chinamen, injuring one so severely 
that his life iwas in daQger; that no one 
interfered,' and that the injured China- 
man lay on the street with lio one to go 
to hiri a.ssistance until Ids fellow-coun- 
trymen came to his rescue; also that the 
pcUco have the nsmcs of the boys, but 
that no arrests had been made. On more 
than one occasion the Colonist haa been 
called upon to protest against the praeticq 
of young fellows in this city of abusing 
Chinamen. On the night that Mateking 
was relieved, and we were all rejoicing 
in a triumph for "justice and equity be- 
tween man and man," as the Church 
of England prayer puts it, three fellows 
set upon a Chinaman. On a citizen ap- 
proaching, two of the attacking i>arty 
drew off, whereupon the Ohinoman gave 
tho other a sound thrashing,' 'which he 
ricldy deserved. Yet we call the United 
States and Canada civilized countries, 
and when the Boxers sot out to abuse 
white people in <Cbina, we hold -up our 
hands in horror and declare it to be ne- 
cessary to send armies to ihuru theii 
cities mill take control of the government. 

This sort of thing suggests that our 
veneer of civilizotion is very thin, but 
this article is not written tor the pur- 
pose of moralizing over this abstract 
iiue.'.tion. but to urge in all cases of as- 
saults upon Chinamen the law should 
be enforced just the same as if the as- 
sault were by Chinamen upon white peo- 
ple. If this is not the case, where arc 
our boasted equal rights? Some time ago 
a San Francisco paper, in describing a 
steamboat accident, said "two men and 
a Chinaman were drov.-ned," the assump- 
tion being that Chinamen arc not men. 
This sort of thing may do in San Fran- 
cisco, but it ought not to lie tolerated 
hero. Nor are the police alone open to 
criticism in such matters. Why should 
a private citizen stand by and see a for- 
eigner abused in our streets? Lot thi-re 
he no more of this sort of ill-usage. This 
country is free and no matter what a 
man s nationality may be or what is the 
coliir of his skin, he is entitled to th^ 
same degree of protection from our'laws 
.IS any other person. 

The Times sa.vs that a mining twom is 
about due. Our contemporary is not 
quite correct. The first wave of the 
boom is here.

Lieut. Lawton, V. S. .V., walked across 
an open space before Tien Tsin, amid a 
hail of bullets, to bring up relnfonc- 
ments. For doing this he is being 
written up as " the bravest man in the 
United States." He did a very plucky 
act and one worthy of all praise, but we 
would not like to think that there are 
I not many olUcers in the United States 
army, who are equally brave. 

The grant for the Itcformatory, we be- 
lieve, contemplates the expenditure ot 
the money in Vancouver.

SIMUL.iTED ABNORMITY. 

Curious Power of a Negro Who Seems 
to Have Deceived Many Physicians. 

From the IMiiliulclphiu Medical .Tourual. 

An agiHl I'ldored individual is making 
the rounds of the physicians' otllces and 
hospitals, exhibiting himself as a man 
with two hearts. He also claims to be 
able to displace his hearts into the ab- 
dominal cavity. He has travelled widely 
in this country, and has been in Kurope. 
There is no evidence whatever that the 
man has two hearts, nor is there any 
sign th:it an aneurism (exists. When he 
is about to " dislocate his heart " he 
nsUs the examiner lirst to listen with the 
stethoscope or phonendoscope over the 
normal cardiac area for the heart 
soumls. lie then twists and contorts 
himself in various ways, using actively 
the muscles of the anterior abdominal 
wnll, which is pulsatile, and to which 
he now asks the examiner to apply the 
stethoscope. An obscure rhythmic sound 
is heard over tho area, which is the size 
of a large fist, and which conveys to the 
palpitating hand a sctTsation of throb- 
bing. He can produce a similar swell- 
ing, though less prominent, on the right 
side. 

With a groat show of effort he holds 
the prominence on one or tho other side 
for about 'JO seconds. If the examiner, 
instead of listening over the supposed 
heart, places his stethoscope in the nor- 
mal situation ot the valve points, he 
readily detects the heart sounds in prac- 
tically undiminished intensity. More- 
over, percussion over the supposed hearts 
gives a more or less tympanitic note. 
The man has evidently by long practice 
gained a peculiar control over the super- 
Bcial abdominal muscles— such as some 
persons have over tho scalp nnd ears — 
by means of which he is able to throw a 
certain section into prominence and to 
produce n rhythmic vibration that closely 
simtilatefl, both in character and rato.

o'clock on Tuesday morning, with the 
object of going to attend to his domestic 
duties, but since then ho has not been 
seen. His friends, while anxious fur 
him. do not entertain any fears of foul 
play. He Is about 16 years of age. 

Laid to Rest.- The funeral of the late 
Eustaci- Carter took place Tuesday from 
his parents' residence, Ali)l!a street, at 2 
p. ni., where services were conducted by 
Mr. George Bagshaw. There was a large 
attendance, and many beautiful floral de- 
signs, especially a large pillow with the 
word "Brother," showing the esteem in 
whicli the deceased was held. The fol- 
lowing acted as pall-bearers: W. Rich- 
dale. .1. Kiehdale, A. Pugsley. II. Morley, 
A. McAfee and J. Keys. 



Discovered Rich Coal Lands. — The two 
Swedes who were l)rought down I)y 
Indian constables on tlie steamer Queen 
City to New Wefltminster. charged with 
aeliing liquor to Indians from their 
sloop, claim to have found a very rich 
area of coal lands abutting on the sea to 
the north of Port Simpson. They ,=iay 
the scams look very rich. They decline 
to tell the locality, for, as they have a 
prospect of staying down this. way for 
some time, they do not want others to 
get in' on' their find. 



Tile laxity of the .Martin government 
during its short-lived exi.stcnce is tihewn 
by the fact that the Indian priuouer Dus- 
cul-ta, who has brought down from the 
Stikine head on the steamer Queen City, 
was captured iu January last, and tjiuce 
a short time after tluit date, when he 
was brought into Telegraph creek, lie 
hati remained in the jail there. The Max- 
tin government wery communicated with 
soon after he was brought into Tele- 
graph creek, but nothing was heard from 
them in the matter, and Dus-cul-ta, who 
had confessed to the uiurder of a boy 
ot the Stick tribe in the village o£ Tahl- 
ton, remained confined there. With the 
change of government word, was again 
sent down regarding the prisoner, and as 
a result he ban been brought down to 
New Westminster for trial. 

The crime for which the Indian is soon 
to be tried at Xew Westminster illustrat- 
es the Btrength of superstitition among 
the Indiiine of that comitry drained by 
the Stikine. The victim was alleged to 
be guilty of witcbcraft and Dus-cul-t.'V 
was his self-appointed executioner, tho 
whole thing being in accordance with 
the tribesmen's belief of right. A tribes- 
man had died and ho accused the boy ot 
having killed him by witchoraft: of hav- 
ing sent into bis body an evil spirit, and 
according to Indian custom the boy must 
die, and a relative of the dead man was 
to hce that ho died in order to pay the 
penalty for the death of the supposed 
victim" of the witchcraft. It was all ac- 
cording to the long established siwnj-h 
custom. 

All this happened three years ago. Naas 
Dick, a well known Tahltan Indian in 
the village of that name-at the Stikine 
head, had sickened. Like the other rii- 
wasbes of ti^t, vicinity, he tlien believed 
that "iftaie-yiUtlie"— a small evil spirit- 
had been sent into his -body by some sor- 
cerer. The "hamatsu" was called in and 
all the cures (V) known to the native 
medicine man were tried, without effect. 
In view of the fact that some pf these 
eurit^. so-called, are in direct contradic- 
tion to every niedica lor hygenic 'priu' 
ciple, this is not, however, to be wonder- 
ed at. Naa« Dock grew worse, and, 
when at the point of death said to his 
relatives that he was being killed by 
evil spirits fiont into his body by Ack- 
quath, a boy of the tribe. 

The Indian.s usually lay the blame for 
supiiosed witchcraft on a small boy oi; 
girl, iuiil then the accused boy or girl 
is taken, tied tip and tortured until he or 
she confesses.. Under the coTiipulsion of 
the torture tho victim usually confesses. 
Ackquath confivsed on being taken froii) 
a T:ililtan hut and argmnl with in the 
manner of the Siwash that ,a confession 
was iiecessar.v. On his confession he 
wats condemned by tho relatives — for 
Naas Dick when dying had afiked that 
the boy be killed. Dus-cal-ta. a cousin 
nf \a;i.s Dick, was to be tho rnuniorer. 
He executed the victim and ded. It wiiK 
three years before lie was captured. 

It was said hy settlerfi in that part 
of the country th:it the murder of the boy 
was a most cold-blooded on(>, the victim 
havini; been hacked to death witli an, 
axe. but Dis-cul-ta, in a confession made 
at Telegraph creek, acknowledging tho 
crime, tells a diilercnc story. He says j 
that he took the boy out to the Tahltan 
river and cutting a hole in the ice-^it was' 
winter— led the lioy to the edge and 
pushed him in. He will have to atand 
his trial for his self-confessed crime at 
the next assizes at Now Westminster. 

There was some story a short tinin 
since that another of the McTa'vish fam- 
ily had been killed on suspicion of witch- 
craft in the north. This family ot lialf- 
hreeds, living on the tuirtlierii Liard, 
have lipen sadly decimated by murder on 
fjiispicinn of witchcraft, but none have 
l)e(Mi killed within the past two years. 
Tliere was HOiiie talk about six months 
ago that a boy of the family was to he 
killed and, in fact, a siwash was chosen 
to kill him, but the fear of the law if? 
getting too strong ammi;: the Indianw of 
that district to commit further murders. 
It is not that they have abandoned tho 
superstitions of their fathers, but they 
fear the law. 

The Indians of the Stikine head have 
been suffering for Home time with a kind 
of grippe which in epidemic among them. 
Hundreds, were sick, but the death list 
was Ktnii!!. The Indians, when tlie Inst 
word was received from there, wore re- 
covering from tho epidemi'.;.

A WIRE FROM HAZELTON. 

First Order For Goods Telegraphed 
From'Northern British Columbia. 

IIow quickly the methods of doing 
business in tho northern wilds of British 
Columbia are changing will bo under- 
stood when it is stated that an order for 
goods was telegraphed from Hazelton to 
Victoria yesterday, and in place of the 
former oncc-a-montli mail to Port Es- 
ington and thence to Victoria by " first 
boat," traik-rs !(t the headwaters of the 
Skeena can now file their ordor.'t and 
mark them "rush" in the most approved 
metropolitan fashion. Thus quietly was 
inaugurated a new era in the history of 
the Northern trade of this province. 

The telegram referred .to was received 
at 3:35 p. m. yesterday by Messrs. Lonz 
& I.«iaer, and had been put on the wires 
at Hnzeltou an hour or so earlier, and 
reached here via Quesnel Mouth. It 
■was an extensive order for various sup- 
plies, ami the new metiiod thus enables 
the thrifty storekeeper to replenish his 
stock and lay in a winter's retiuirements 
of goods strictly up to 'date. 

It is evident that the builders are 
making good progress with the construc- 
tion of the "overland" wire to Dawson, 
tho distance from Quesiiel. the point of 
departure, to Hazclton being about 200 
miles.

UI.GULATIONS FOR THK DKTKCTIOX

1. All sick Chinese or Japanese must send 
or give notice of their Illness to the Health 
Ofllcer or Tollce Constable in the district 
whore such Chinese or Japanese reside. 

L'. Physicians In attendance on sick Chi- 
nese or Japanese shall notify tho Health 
Ofllcer or Chairman of the Local Board of 
Health in MuuIcipaiiticB; or, If In au out- 
lying district, the Government Agent must 
he notifled. Such notlflcntlon should state 
the cause of Illness and the condition of tho 
glands throughout the body of the sick per- 
son, and should be delivered to the Health 
Ofllcer, Chairman of the Local Koiird of 
Health or Government Agent, as the case 
may be, at the earliest possible opportu 
ulty. 

a. In city Mnnlclpalltles the Medical 
Health Officer shall be notifled within six 
houirs of the death of any Chinese or Japa 
nesc, by the person on whose premises sucti 
death occunred, or by sonie relation or per- 
son having charge of the person so dying. 

4. In Rnral Miinlclpalltles. the Medical 
Health Officer, or the Chairman or Secre- 
tary of the Txical Uoard of Health must be 
iiotilled within six hours of such death; and 
In outlying districts, the Oovernment Agent 
or I'oHce Constable shall be notlded within 
twelve hours after such or as soon 

after as possible. Certincates u': to the 
cause of death must be signed by the 
lleallh Ofllcer in Municlpalltlos, and in out- 
lying districts bv the Government .\gent or 
some person duly aiithnrlxed by hlni.

'German Scientist Makes an Ar- 
tificial Stream for the Pur- 
pose of Tests. 



St. Louis Globe Democrat. 
Speaking of tbt; develoiiiuoiu of tUu 
;Bcientific spirit iu Germuuy, au KuglisU 
.wit aaia recently: "Why, giastl-mea, 

• even the winds of the fatherland blow 
scientifically." It he had said, "iEven 
the waters of the fatherland flow scien- 
liBcally" his joke would have htivn as ef- 
fective and at tho same time, curious as 

.it may seem, he would have had the hon- 

• or of announcing the first news of'aH 
important Boientific departure. For Ger- 
man science has boeu grapplins with tho 
problem of making the rivers of tlie em- 
pire Uow according to rule, and with this 
iu view an extensive experimental sta- 
tion, calle<J the Flussbau Laboratorium 
(river buUdiug laboratory), has been set 
up at l>i-osdc'ii, in Saxony, iu control and 
support of the government, and its work 
has now advunccd sufficiently to -war- 
rant aonie description of the experiments. 
Becently I visited the laboratory with 
Prof. Kngels, its director, and took a 
number of photographs of the miniature 
Eiver EJlbe ns it had been laid out iu the 
experimental tank. The Kibe is onl.v one 
of a number of Gernian rivcits which are 
now under discipline, and the results ob- 
tained by I'rof. Kngels cannot fail to 
have the deepest importance and signifl- 
cunoo in America, whoro there are so 
many navigable rivera.

(IriMlging ehaiinels and in protecting tho 
bulks of rivers. Prof. I'^ngels called at- 
tention to our own Mississippi River, and 
si)oke of tho great cost at keeping it with- 
in bound, and at the same time of mak- 
ing it safe for navigavlott. In Germany 
the question is even more important 
than it is with us, for the reason that the 
country is more densely peopled, the laud 
is more valuable and changes ui the 
course of flow In a river are therefore 
more destructive and costly. Moreover, 
the rivers of Germany are not. generally 
tipeaklng, so swift and long as they are 
In America, and it is needful to keep 
Ibeni at the height of olTeetivene.ss as to 
navigability. 

It -waf with the idea of bringing scieii- 
lili<- methods to bear on tliesc problems 
thill tho Fliisiiban Laboratorium was es- 
tablished about throe years ago. Vrof 
Eu"els began his worl< in the typical 
German way, that is, by investigating 
his subject thoroughly in the weight of 
wicuce before attempting to nflVr prac- 
tical suggestions. A large room is set 
aside in the basenu'ut of the Dresden 
Technical school, and here elevated some 
four foet from the floor, Prof, Engcls 
has had constructe<l an Iron trough or 
tank about seven feet in width and two 
feet deep, ro;iching the full length of tne 
room. At the upper end of this trough a 
large river tank is placed with appliances 
for permitting the water which it con- 
tains to fli>w into the trough m any re- 
ouired volnn^e, and in such a way that 
it will exactly iinitato the oven flow of a 
river The experimental trough is lillod 
to some depth with sand and the course 
Of a river is laid out, anghiig down the 
trough through the sand. It is at first of 
even depth throughout, and the banks 
are protected by Kinall liags of shot. Into 
this niiniattire river the water w allowed 
to flow 111 a given sliced, and Prof. Kn- 
gels studies closely all thnse places where 
The sandv liottoni is washed out, where 
it is tilled in, where the banks have a 
tendency to cave away and where new 
banks are building up. A«, the W'ater 
Hows it naturall.v carries much sand en- 
tirely out of the trough. All this is 
caught and preserved in a most Jngcn- 
ioiis manner. As tho water leaves the 
tioiigli it is carried over tin ribs behind 
which the saud is deposited, finally fall- 
in- entirely clear of all soil, into a large 
tank at the lower end of the trough. 
Here a pump is constantly at work driv- 
ing the water which thus comes through 
the "rivec" back to the upper tank, thus 
using it over and over and enabling tlio 
river to flow on without interruption fur 
weeks. 

Prof. Engels sliowed me sands of var- 
ious colors which he useil for showing the 
exact position of deposit of sand wash in 
Iiis rivers. -V ri'd sand fed slowly into 
the "mouth" of tho river would show in 
bars and banks lialf way (li>wn m- more, 
indicating. •exactly where the river was, 
at anv given time, aitjing Innd. .V little 
later,'blue sand u«ed in the sniiie way 
might show the formation of still other 
bars, and tho removal of the red sand 
bars nreviously prodneed. Controlling the 
water as he does. Prof. Kngels can liave 
a freshet at any time he sees tit, noting 
its effect on lii« river, ur he can imitate 
the sluggish Uow of dry autumn. If his 
river is exceedingly crooked he can uro- 
duce a new channel artificially as it 
might be produced by a sudden great 
Tushins of water, and he can build dani.s 
breakwaters, piers, docks, bridges, and 
so on, and note in each cane the exact 
effect which these produce on the river, 
whether they tend to decp*'u or to ob- 
struct the channel, the iiiliiu'iice of each 
as regards the formation of bars and 
banks and so on, and how deep piling 
must be driven to escam.' under-washing 
by a narrowing river— all facts of the 
ut'niost impfii-tanci' to engineers. 

Manv -)l the rivers of (ii'nnaiiy have 
been plntlr.! uilb urcat accuracy, not 
onlv ns to their sIku-i.' liiii'S. hut with re- 
gtird to the contour of their channel 
beds. With these maps and (■ontonrs in 
hand -rrof. Kngels is now engaged in 
laying out to an exact scale various sec- 
tions of the more important (iermiiii riv- 
ers. He duplicatcH exactly every curve, 
builds in every crib and breakwater, and 
then turns on the water at the onliiiiiry 
rate of flow of the river under investiga- 
tion. When I visited tb(> laboratory a 
stretch of tho Kibe had just been com- 
pleted, and a beautifully neat piece of 
work it was, the cribs all dcctiratcly 
placed and the banks held in place with 
bag."} of shot. The water wa» tamed on 
and Prof. Engcls iu^fdated withigreat 
enthmsiaem where " the bars were 'being 
built np, where the channel was dcepen- 
iilB, where hollows were being filled in 
and so on. Then he proceeded to Imlleate 

' where a new crib might serve to pre- 
serve a deep channel and at the same 

■ lime cause the river to deposit its sand 
in shallows where the river might well 
ble filled np and add to the usofulnoFH < f 
the shore properties. In each case where 
'a change seemed desirable I'rof. Kngels 
■experiments wifh piers and cribs to see 
which will be the most effective. In this 

. way he will be able, from actual ex- 
periraentfl, to make practical suggostioiis 
■for river improvenients. The troulile 
has always been that eiigim>ers said that 
a crib here or a breal;,\va tor there v.oiild 
.accomplish certaiu resiilts, Init when the 
crib was buiit at large oxpeuse it fre- 



quently happened that the Irresponsible 
river did something quite unexpected, 
thereby discounting the efloctlvcnefls of 
man's handiwork. But by testing these 
engineering schemes beforehand in his 
miniature river. Prof. Engels hopes to 
do away with uncertainty and loss— and 
tlie government has so much conhdeuce 
in his Hcheme that it is supporting it. 

The keynote of the whole work is, as 
Prof. Engels expresses it, to make the 
river regulate itself, to put down cribs 
and other river-buildlag devices in such 
a way that the river will keep its own 
channel clear and deep enough for navi- 
gation purposes, thereby eaving dredg- 
ing, and at the same time fill such spaces 
as the engineer wishes filled. He bo- 
liovos that n more thorough knowledge 
of rivers and a careful series of experi- 
ments which actual river courfcs will 
enable man to do almost what he wills 
with the rivers, and do it much more 
cheaply than ever before. The work, as 
ho says, is only just beginning; but ho 
and other distinguished engineers and 
scientists who arc interested in the work 
(I talked especially with Prof. Walter 
lleiupl, of Dresden,) believe that there 
is a groat future for the work. They 
see the time when all rivers v.-ill bo re- 
gulated by the advice of river-building 
experts who have laboratories, auch us 
the Flussbau laboratorium, tn which 
testfl and experiments can be made. Ver- 
ily a new profeesion is bom— river build- 
ing.

It Makes No Great Demand On Brain.s 
and OfUcers Are Apt to Get Kusty. 

From the Comhill. 

Let us take a place like Portsmouth, 
•where' garrison ^uty in a great fortress 
and the practice of active defence against 
descents from the Solent or by maooeu- 
vrcs beyond the inlaBd- torts c^to a sense 
of Tcilfty to any training, and - where 
at least three regimeotd of infantry are 
quartered. For the daily work of each 
regiment two officers are actually "on 
duty" all tho day. These are the subal- 
tern of tho day and the captain of tho 
week.

"Last wiuter, George D. Roberts, n 
.San l''rancisco mining man, visited tlifl 
large European cities and succeeded ii) 
interesting French and English capital 
iu a project to thoroughly prospect tho 
coast of Siberia. Pooling i.ssues with n 
Russian syndicate represented by Colonel 
Vonliarliarsky, a concession was secured 
from the Russian government of 1,000 
miles of coast 

*Tlie eteamer Samoa w.-is purchased 
and tlie expedition was outfitted in San 
Francisco, among those actively compos- 
ing it being Mr. Roberts, the organizer 
Mr. Dadouneditch, a civil engineer re- 
pp(!Keiiting Colonel Vonliarliarsky; John 
A. White, a London capitaList, and a 
corps of mining experts. The Americans 
aboard numbered eight. 

"The Samoa left San Francisco June 
8tli, and after stopping at Plover Bay 
long enough to land a party of prospoc- 
toT«, came on to Nome, arriving July 6th. 
After a few days here, during which 
time the nature of the Samoa's business 
was kept very quiet, the vessel sailed for 
the Siberian coast. About two weeks la- 
ter-she again showed up in the roadstead, 
and there were rumors current that all 
wafi not serene. While no member of the 
expedition is said to have said anything, 
there was talk of diasension betwe<m Mr. 
Roberts and Dadouneditch. It was even 
said that a party of Cossacks who had 
been taken along, ostensibly as labor- 
ers, had fired upon the Americ.in flag. 

"None of those nimors, however, could 
he authenticatcKl, and the Samoa put to 
sea onco more, still surrounded by n haze 
of mystery. It woe stated that tlie Sa- 
moa would be gone until September 1st 
When, therefore, she returned to Nome 
for tie third time on August Slst, it was

Mr. Kel- 
lam predicts a great Ititure for this com- 
paratively new mining district, lie says 
the country for miles in tho vicinity oj 
Fnmkliu camp has been prospected, and 
discovery posts are to bo met with every- 
wliere. Large ureas of bottom lands are 
being pre-empted. Mr. Kellam learned 
that several parliiti puriKjse coutiiiuiug 
development work on their respective 
claims throughout the winter moutlui. 
He anticipatiti a rush to the district next 
season as there is a large section lying 
between Franklin and the Arrow lal 
that offers a profitable field for the pros- 
IMiCtor. The only means of aeeciM is by 
a trail, as the wagou road ends fifteen 
miles north of Grand Forks. The gov- 
ernment, however, have made an appro- 
priation for an extension of the road. It 
IS exiK'cted that the work will be under- 
taken this fall. 

R. Marpole, superinteiideut of the C. 
P .R., inspected the smelter to-day. 

According to the terms of a contract 
with tho Granby smelter, the Snowshoo 
mine will ship 1,000 tons of ore to Grand 
I<^orks for treatment. 

The Pathfinder, on the north fork of 
Kettle river, will soon be a Steady shlp- 
per to the Granby smelter. 

ITie B. C. mine. Summit camp, if. at 
pritieut shipping an average of eight car- 
loads of ore daily to tho Trail smelter.

THE REFORMATORY. 

Sir: Notwithstanding the letters which 
have appearetl iu the Colonist upon this 
subject, I find that there are mauy p - 
sons who do not know there is a i 
formntory or why it should be moved. 
In hope that some such may read this, I 
write. . . 

There is a reformatory for incorrigible 
boys in our provincial jail. The boys 
arc kept separate from the criminals, but 
they are in prison, and they know they 
are in prison. The moral effect of this 
consciousness on the lads is bud. They 
lose what self-respect they may have 
had. They can hardly help feeling that 
they are patriahs, locked up as 
enemies to society, and there is strong 
temptation to live down to their reputa- 
tion. The reformatory thus becomes the 
opposite of what its name implies. 

This Is no fault of tho gentleman 
charge, but of the conditions, and he de 
ploies the conditions. Many boys are 
bad because of bad management 
home. Full of life and animal spirit? 
they need nn outlet for their euerg 
We must find ways for their activitie 
other than the vicious ways they find 
for themselves. They are at the 
pressible age, and, rightly treated, will 
make good men. Set them to work— 
work with a spice of entertainment or 
emulation or adventure in it; bring in 
discipline, such discipline as will iuterest 
as well as exercise them— the manua' ' 
arms, gymnastic exercises, the use 
tools, caring for poultry and domestic 
animals, standing sentry, etc.
